ANY vrviſe and learned 
men haue thought it good 
chat I ſhould ioyne to the 
Catechiſme ( vehich I did 

lately ſett foorth for the 
inſtruction of yong children in matters 
of the fayth ) a briefe declaration of cer 
raine Ceremonies , vvhoſe ſignification is 
not ſo vvel knovven to the ignorant peo- 
ple, as they ſ hould be. 

It is therefore firſt to be knov ven, that 
ho compaine of men can meete together 
in one mind and conſent of hart, for the 
true ſeruice of God, except they haue cer- 
tayne holy ſignes, vvhereby both their 
vvorſhip tovvards God may be ſtirred vp, 
| PT and the profeſſion _ 8 their 
tra Fan. ncighbours may be ſene. And therupon 
Nac. li. as vvel in the — of che le vves as of the 
19. ca. 11. Chriſtians, holy ſignes and Ceremonies 

haue bene alvvayes in vſe , by the ap- 
pointment of God himſelfe, ot of his Pro- 


e vle and meaning- 
phetes and Apoſtles. But for ſo much as* 
the ſtare of the levvs did beate outs var- 
dly a forme and ſhevy of ſeruing God 
rather like children, then like men, yea 
rather in a bound , then in a free ſorte: 
their Ceremonies vvere in maner all ex- 
preſly named in the Lavve iyke vnto 
them, becauſe it vyas preſuppoled , that 
they of them ſelues vvere not able to 
iudge, vvath vvas conuenient for this or 
that Sacrifice, or els for this or that ti 
vnleſſe it vvere by their maiſter 
Layvemaker namely preſcribed and ap- 
inted.

T is vſed, to put men in u. ;. 
minde of the water of M. 28 
Baptiſme, wherin their 
ſinnes were cleanſed, 
rhroughe the name of the bleſſed 
Trinitie called vpon them, and 
through their owne or the Chur- 
ches faith. And therefore as mẽ hy 
the water of Baptiſme entred into 
the Church, which is the myſticall 
body of Chriſt: ſo at the carringe 
into the materiall churche, they 
ſprinckle thẽſelues with holy wa- 
ter. For albeit the Baptiſme it ſelfe 
can not be repeatod, yet the remem- 
brance thereof is moſt laudablye 
preſerued in all good Chriſtians.

cellus the Biſ hop of Apamen cau- 
ſed his Deacon Equitius to bring 
water in a veſſell, which being ſer 
vader the holy Altar, the Biſhop 
prayed, & when he had made the 
ligne of the Croſſe vpon the water, 
he willed his faĩithfull Deacon to 
ſprinkle the ſaid water vpon the 
— „ quo facto contactus aquæ impa- 
tiens demon aufugit. Which being 
done, the deuill not being able to 
abide that the vater ſhould touch 
him, fled away. And verily who 
ſoeuer now a dayes can not abide 
to haue holy water ſprinkled vpon 
him, he may well ſuſpect, that a de- 
nill hath power on him, who is 
afeard of the ſaid holy vater, and 
therefore kepeth his ſeruant from 
it as farre as he can. Thus we ſee 
both the profit, and the antiquitie 
of holy water.

In this faith and. belefe all good 
Chriſtians vie oftentimes to make 
the ligne of the crolle in theit fo-

ſtian profeſsion impreſſed in their 
foreheads by the preeſt of God at 
the font of Baptiſme. 

In this faith & belefe the church 
of God hath appointed her chil- 
dren the Catholik Chriſtians at the 
ſaying of Deus in adiuterium and in 
other parts of diuine ſeruice to 
make the ſigne of the croſſe, by 
drawing the hand fro the forhead - 
to the breſt, & from the left ſ houl- 
der tothe right: which obſeruation 
was appointed vpon graue conſi- 
derations + For thereby the good 
Chriſtian is putt in mynde of di- 
uerſe things dayly & hourely mere 
to be thought of. 

For the — downe of the 
hand from the forehead to the breſt 
rene weth the memory of the com- 
ming of the ſonne of God down 
into the world to ſaue mankynde. 


The remouing of the hand to 
the left ſhoulder repreſenteth the 
deſcending of our ſauiour into 
hell, for to obteine the victorie 
ouer hell, damnation and death. 
I)!he draw eing of the hand ouer 

whart to the right ſhoulder (for to 
finiſ he vp the figure and ſ hape of 
the croſſe) reſembleth vnto vs the 
glorious recoutſe of our ſauiour 
leſus Chriſt to his Father , for to 
conſummate our redemprion and 
reconciliation after his death vpon 
the croſſe. 

And for ſo much as by the left 
hand in an apt forme of ſpeeche 
all ſiniſter & euell things are ſigni- 
fied: and good things by the right 
hand: t hei fore the good Chriſtian 

draw eing of the hand from the 
left ſ how lder to the tight is putt in 
mynde, that he muſt withdrawe 
his cogitation, care and ſtudye from

Or to know. & vaderſtand wel, 

what ſinnes are to be called to 
minde for to repẽt vs of the ſame, 
and to confeſſe them: it is to be 
noted, that the ſinnes, whiche a 
man doth cõmit of his owne wil, 
are of twoe kindes. The one are 
Venial, the other Mortal. The Ve-

Al theſe, & ſuch as theſe, are cal 
led Veniall ſinnes, for that God 
our Lorde hauing reſpect to our 
weakenes, doth eaſily pardon and 
forgeue vs the ſame, and dot h not 
bind vs to any other then tem 
rall paine for thẽ. Of ſuch as theſe 
did Salomon ſaye: That ſeuẽ times Fra 24 
in a daye the iuſt man doth fal. Si- 
gnifying thereby vnto vs, that cuE 
the very iuſt and tighteous men do 
oftentimes fall into them. And of 
theſe ſinnes alſo did S. Iohn meane 1 l 
in his Epiſtle, when he ſaid: If we 
ſaye, that we haue no ſinne, we 
make him a lyar.

I. temaineth therefore, that 
ortal and deadly ſins only (or 
ſuch as be doubtful whether they 
be mortal, or no) be thoſe, whereof 
we muſt make accõpt particularly 
in the Sacramẽt of Confeſſion and 
Penaunce, to the end to repent vs 
of them, and to rehearſe and 
them in ſhrift wholy and plainly. 
And although it be a veric hard 
thing to know the ſame, yet as far 
as the matter & preſent conſidera- 
tion can admit, it is to be vnderſtã- 
ded:that that dede or negligence is 
a deadly ſinne, in which of purpoſe 
and aduiſedly with notable con- 
tempt of God, or manifeſt harme 
of our ſelfe or out neighbout, any 
of the ten commaundements are 
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broken, or els when weedoe anie 
thing againſt that, whiche our 
owne conſcience doth teache vs, 
in ſuche ſort, as is abone (aid : as for 
example, to deſpiſe God, and to de- 
ſpaite of his mercic, to forſweare, 
or ſweare falſely, to ſteale any thĩg 
of vale w, not to giue almoſe, if we 
be able, to ſuch as we know to be 
in neceſſitie. 

Theſe and ſuche like, whiche ate 
manifeſt and plaine mortal or dea- 
dly ſinnes, and alſo ſuche as in reſ- 
pect of their qualitie or quantitie 
are doubtful to the penitent, or to 
the Ghoſtly Father, ſo that they 
cã not wel be iudged, vhether they 
be mortal or venial, muſt of neceſ- 
ſitie, as we haue (aid, be called to 
mind and rehearſed of the partic 
penitent, for to repent himſelfe & 
confefle the ſame. For if any one of 
theſe be willingly leaft out in Cõ-

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deadly finne , and from al dange- 
rous occaſions therof. The other is, 
to make recompenſe to ſuche per- 
ſons as he hath offended, humbling 
and ſubmitting himſelfe to the 
rules of good conſcience and right, 
and framing himſelf vnto the qua- 
litie of che offence and treſpace, 
according to the diſcretion and 
iudgement of his good and viſe 
Ghoſtly Father. 

The firſt of theſe two molt faile 
in no wiſe, neither can faile in him 
that is truely contrite. For he that 
doth hartily and effectuouſely ab- 
horre his ſinnes, wil alſo cõſequent- 
ly auoide and ſhunne the ſame. For 
otherwiſe hen the penitent him- 
ſelf , or the Ghoſtly Father ſeeth 
that he that is ſhriuen, hath not 
done his endeuour to kepe him- 
ſelf from ſinnes, & from the daun- 
gerous and neereſt occaſions the- 


reof, wheras it is in his handes, and 
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freewil ro abandon & pur away the 
ſame: he may wel ſuppoſe and ga- 
ther, that he that ſo dhrineth him- 
ſelfe, hath not true repentance : and 
therefore he ought not to aſſoile 
him, but varne and admoniſh him, 
what is meete for him to do, whe- 
ras he is not preſently ſo diſpoſed, 
that he may be aſſoiled. For euety 
mind and purpoſe to forſake ſinne 
is not inough for him that wil be 
ſhriuen duely, as he ought to be: 
but he muſt haue a ful and perfect 
effectual purpoſe to ſinne no more. 
And therfore let the partie peni- 
tent do al that he can for his 
& al that is requiſite to keepe hi 
ſelfe from ſinne, & from the euider 
dangers and occaſions thereof. A 
for example, ſuch as haue once pro- 
miſed to auoide their ſinne, ſayin 
that they were of mind & pur 
to put away al occaſion therof, & 
yet haue not don ſo . 

f + 
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concubines, & vſuters are wont to 
do, and ſuche as liue by vnlauful 
and yl trades: their Ghoſtly father 
ought not to beleue nor aſſoile 
them, vntil they haue in deede abã- 
doned, and vtterly forſaken thoſe 
occaſions that brought them in 
bondage vnto that ſinne. 

And he that ſhould otherwiſe 
doo (as many Ghoſtly Fathers do 
now adaies) it is plainely both to 
his owne peril of damnation, and 
of the perſons , that come vnder 
his hãdes to be ſhriuẽ. For he mak- 
eth them beleue, that they be at 

cace and reconciled vnto God, and 
thereby abuſeth them, & bringeth 
them into a woorle ſtate than they 
were in before their ſhrift and ab- 
ſolution. 

The other part of ſatiſfaction 
(whiche is a recompenſe and amen- 
des of the ſinnes and treſpaces com- 


mitted by the partie penitcnt) 
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muſt be done with ful intent and 
purpoſe to make ſatiſfaction, and 
to do al kind of penance, accordin 
to the counſayl and aduiſe of the 
good and diſcrete Ghoſtly Father: 
doing for his part all that he can, 
and certainely knoweth to be ne- 
deful to be done, for to make his 
Ghoſtly father vnderſtand, that 
the mind that he hath to do ſatiſfa- 
ction and penance, is true and vn- 
fained. Wherein it is to be noted, 
that ſatiſfaction may be done to 
foure kindes of perſonnes, to 
itte.

1. Vnto God , ſatiſfaction is due 
for euery ſinne, if we wil wholy 
auoide his wrath) by taking ven- 
geance of our ſelues, or wi 


ingly 
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bearing al tribulations, penalties, 
or paincs that ſhal come of him, or 
that ſ halbe but vpon vs by chem 
who arc in his ftcade and place, 
whether it be almoſedeedes, ot fa- 
. ſtings,or prayers, or pilgtimages, or 
other like paines, according as the 
qualitie o the treſpace ſhall re- 
quire. 

2. To our betters and Superiours 
fatiſfaction is done, by yelding due 
obedience & humilitie vnto them, 
namely when the ſpiritual Rulers 
of the Church haue ordeined any 
thing vnder the vertue of obedien- 
ce, by Excommunication, Interdi- 
ction, or any like eccleſiaſtical Cen- 
ſure. So that, if the partie penitent 
haue offended his Superiours, and 
continueth in diſobedience vnto 
them, he may not by any pretenſe 
be aſſoiled of ſuch ſinnes except he 
be firſt reconciled ynto them, in 
ſuch order and meanes, as the diſ- 
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crete Ghoſtly Father ſhall giue 
him counſel to do, if he can not of 
himſelfe attaine there vnto. 

3 Vntoour equalles we doe ſatiſ- 
faction, by e ee amends 
for any wrong or harme that we 
haue done them in bodie, or ſoule, 
in their name, or goodes. Whercin 
ve mult firſt do a that lyeth in vs, 
for to be reconciled vnto them, 
and to make them amendes be- 
fore ve goe about to be aſſoiled. 
And if the caſe be ſuch, that it may 
be done commodiouſely , it is very 
expediente and requiſite, to make 
al the amendes that may be done 
touching the caſe, before ve come 
to the feete of our Ghoſtly Father, 
to the ende to ſhewe thereby an 
euidente plaine declaration of our 
good minde and purpoſe, and ſo 
to receiue abſolution in ſuch ſorte 
as is due. For when wee delaye ſuch 


ſatiſfaction and amendes till after- 
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warde, wee doe commonly either 
forget theſame, or els the good 
minde that we had to doe it, wax- 
eth colde againe. 

And it ſo be the ſatiſfaction and 
amendes be ſuch, that it is to be 
done by the aduiſe & counſel of out 
Ghoſtly Father, the moſt certaine 
and ſureſt vaic were to aſ ke coun- 
ſel firſt of him, or els of ſome other 
diſcrete perſon , (as touching our 
duet ie to be done in ſuche calc ) be- 
fore that we come to confeſſion. 
And that done, and all amendes 
made for the time and place requi- 
ſite, than may we welcome to re- 
ceiue the benefite of reconciliation, 
both with God and th. world, vn- 
der the Sacrament of Confeſſion. 
And this waic is none other bur 
the ſame , whiche the primitiue 
Churche did vſe of old time, that 
ordinarily ſatiſfaction ſhould al- 
waics go before Abſolution: and 
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thereby was both penance and re- 
3 more truely & effectual- 
y vſed then, that it is now: for that 
now by ouermuch indulgence in 
giuing of penance and in * 
amends made, and by negligence o 

Ghoſtly Fathers, and ſuch as haue 
care of ſoules, eche man is ſuffred 
to liue as he wil, & not only to con- 
tine in ſinne, but alſo to iuſtifie 
himſelfe therein, and to thinke he 
doth wel : as though God would 
condeſcend & frame himſelfe vnto 


our a buſes and wicked mindes, or H 


els be beguiled by our ſuttle excuſes 
of our ſinne. Let vs beſeche him to 
remedie the ſame, as a thing lõging 
to him alone. 

Verily this order that we now 
do here teach and ſpeake of, is ve- 
ry aggreable vnto the Goſpell, f 
in which Chriſt himſelf our rede- b. 5 
mer willeth vs, that, when wee 
goe to offer our oblation at the 


— — 
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Altar, and remeber that our brother 
hath ſome iuſt quarel againſt vs: 
before that we offer the ſame, we 
firſt go & be reconciled vnto him, 
and ſo come afterwardes & make 
our oblation, the which (hal than 
be accepted of God. 

4. Io our Inferiours, our yon- 
ers and ſubiects, ſatiſfaction is to 
done i ſuch ſort, that the aut ho- 
ritic and office of the Superiour be 
not therby abated or miniſ hed by 
oucrmuch ſubmiſhon vnto the In- 
feriour. And this is to be ynder- 
ſtood, when as the wrong & iniu- 
ric done is not euĩdent and great, in 
the good name, life or goodes of 
the inferiour or ſubiect: herein 
the aduiſe and counſel of the Gho- 
ſtly Father is to he had & vſed with 
diſcretion. For if the diſpleaſure & 
offence be but meane, it ſhal ſuffice 
to cauſe them to vnderſtand who 
ſeme to haue bene grieued with 
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hard wordes or ſharp puniſhment, 
orany like way,that the ſame hath 


bene done or (aid, not for any ha- 


tred of the partie, but for the hate 
of his ſaulces and offences, and for 
the zeale of iuſtice.

of chooſing aur Ghoſtly Father. 

Frerthar the Penitẽt hath thus 

diſpoſed himſelfe, he may go 
to confeltis, & ſhriue himſelf vnto 
his one Curate, that is to wit, vn- 
to ſuch as is appointed by the Pre- 
late or Ordinarie , or by any ſuch 
way laufully admitted and allowed 
to — confeſsions, according to 
the time and place. Neither let an 
man ignotantly aduẽture, to chi 
his ghoſtly Father after his one 
will and pleaſure. For he putteth 
himſelf in great peril by neglecting 
the care of his owne ſoule, if he 


loke not who arc appointed by the 
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Biſhops & Prelates in eche Pariſh, 
or in religious houſes, by conſent 
of the Ordinarics. For to any of 
ſuche he may be bolde to { hriue 
himſelf, and to take for his ghoſtly 
father, the whiche in dede is the 
ſureſt way and moſt for his ſoules 
health. For he may not ſecke, who 
ſhal ſoneſt aſſoile him and moſt ea- 
ſely, but who can do it beſt, & moſt 
to the quiet and profit of his owne 
conſcience: vſing therin al ſuch dili- 
gẽce touching the cure of his ſoule, 
as he would vic in the cure of his 
bodie being dangerouſly ſicke. 

And let not any man thinke, that 
when by any perdon or Indulgence 
it is graunted vnto eche man to 
choſe his ghoſtly father, he hathe 
therefore free choiſe to take who 
he liſt, and ſo ſhrine himſelfe. For 
that ſhould cauſe a cõfuſion in the 
order of the Churche, and leade 


ſowlcs the next way to hel, v ith no 
| leſſe 
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leſſe peril and harme, thi if licence 
were giuẽ in ſome comms wealth, 
that all the ideores and ignorant 

erſons that were therin , might 
take vpõ them to cure all maner of 
difſeaſts in any ſicke bodie, which 
thig is not to be thought to be the 
mind & intent of Chriſts high Vi- 
car the Pope: & therfore it is there 
ſaid alſo, that the ſame ghoſtly Fa- 
ther muſt be mete & ſufficient. And 
whereas the ignorant A , thacr 
hath no learning or knowledge, 
can not iudge the ſame: it remai- 
neth, that this iudgement of the 
ablenes & ſufficiencie of the Ghoſ- 
tly Father do reſt in the wil and ap- 
pointement of the Prelate, Biſhop, 
or ordinarie, vnder whoſe charge 
and tuitiõ God hath put the ſoule 
of the partie, and by whole iudge- 
ment the ſame partie is bound to 
be ruled in ſuche like things, if he 
wil valke the right way, and pro- 

c 
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cecde in due order as a Chriſtian 
ma ſ hould. And ſuche as do ot her- 
wiſc vſe theſe privileges, and pro- 
cure the ſame, it is as much (to 145 in 

laine language) as to put their 
Tales in peril as if they wouldliue 


after their oe pleaſure , and 


without good order, and in ſuche 
wiſe as no man may call them to 
accompt of that they are bound 
to do. And ſo is the ſtate and order 
of Chriſts common -· welth which 
God hath appointed i the Church, 
nds, and ytrerly peruerted, 
as e plainly ſee it is done now 
adayes. 

How be it when the penitent 
may duely chooſe his Ghoſtly Fa- 
ther, which we denic not but that 
in ſome caſe that may fall, he may 
lawfully do: he muſt vſe al the dili- 
gece therin, that is wont to be vſed 
in the election and choſing of ſugh 
things as are of muche importance 


eſtimation, and o 
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vnto vs, foraſmuch as this is one of 
the ſame, yea and that the chief & 
moſt principall of all. And let him 
— that in ſuch a Confeſſour 
that ſo ſhalbe choſen, there muſt 
principallic concutre foure quali- 
ties, to witte. 
1. That he be not let by any Eccle- 
ſiaſticall Cenſure, herby he can 
not aſſoile from ſinnes. 
2. That he haue knowledge to diſ- 
cerne berwene ſinne & ſinne, bet- 
vene leaper and leaper. 
3. That he be diſcrete and able to 
applie the remedies & good coun- 
ſelles that are requiſite, and to en- 
quire of the penitent ſuche things 
and circumſtances as are good and 
profitable to be knowe, as the caſe; 
requireth, for behoof of his Shoſ- 
tly children. | | 
4. That he be of good name and 
7 good conuetſi- 
tiõ of life, to the end that his good

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rounſelles may take place, and alſo 
that he may therby helpe the Pe- 
nitent with his good inſtructions 
and prayers. 

And by this it may appeare, how 
hard a thing it is, and in what dan- 
ger he putteth himſelf, that will 
take vpon him by his owne iudge- 
ment, to iudge theſe qualities (or 
the moſt parte of them) whether 
they concurre together in the per- 
fon that he woold choſe for his 
Ghoſtly Father: whercas it is cer- 


taine, thatfew men are of ſo o-u 


fect iudgement, yea and that fewe 
can iudge their one conſcience, 
and know how to make a good 
confeſſion of their owne ſinnes, or 
tel how to ſay their Pater nofter 
aright, and fo much leſſe can choſe 
their owne Ghoſtly Fathers. And 
therefore the ſureſt way is, to ſub- 
mitte themſelues, both therein, & 
in all other like things, to the ap-

pointment of their Bil hops & ori 
dinarics. For whiche humble ſu 
miſſion and obedience of cheirs th 
that caſe, God vil not faile to giue 
them the more grace in the holie 
Sacrament of Confeſſion.

and ſuperiours: where it is conſe- 
quently to be vnderſtood, that the 
countrarie vice is forbidden vs,

maundementes the like is found: 
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for that there is not one emong 
them all that commaundeth, bur 
that the ſame forbiddeth alſo, nor

reth the ſame. 

Againe , to preaſe and thruſt 
himſelfe into ſuche dignities and 
roomes, with inuenting ne deui- 
ſes, and attempting great enterpri - 
ſes without good groumi and aſſi- 
ſtence to the ſame. 

In holding opinion of himſelf, 
that he is ſingular and paſſing ex- 
cellent in his owne good qualities; 
and that no man can matehe him, 
nor be found equal vnto him. 

In deſpiſing or diſdaigaing his

To hide and couer his faultes, 
when as he is bound to ſhew them.
